WASHINGTON, Jan. 30, (AP) 
—The Senate Armed Services 
committee gaid today the na- 
tion’s military reserves are bad- 
ly undermanned. 

It attributed the shortage in 
large part to the calling of in- 


'active reserves—many of them 


World War II veterans—to duty 
in the Korean war. 

The committee issued a re- 
port stressing the importance to 


national defense of “a _ strong 
ready reserve force,” but it said 
its study showed that the re- 
serves of all the services are 


“suffering from a serious short- 
age of manpower.” 

The National Guard, the re- 
port indicated, is in better shape, 
but-in need of at least a year’s 
training to be ready for combat. 

Korean War Duty. 

The committee recalled that 
nearliy 1,000,000 reservists were 
summoned to active duty in the 
Korean war and that most of 
these were World War II vet- 


erans. ; 
It noted that thousands of 
these veterans were inactive re- 


servists, undergoing no training 
‘and 


receiv.ng no pay, while 
thousands of active reservists re- 
mained at home, although they 
had been paid for training duty. 

“The calling of these mer 
(inactive reservists) for Korea 
in preference to those paid mem- 


‘bers of an active unit who re- 


mained home is the most fre- 
quent criticism leveled at the 
armed forces resemwe program,” 
the report said. 

“This inexplicable policy cre- 
ated an ateitude of distrust and 


|resentment on the part of the 


non-paid reservists toward the 
armed forces which still exists.” 
Other Findings, 


The report said also: 
1. Many parents and wives 
refuse to let sons and hus- 


bands sign up for reserve 
training for fear they will be 
called up. 

2. Some emplovers discrim!- 
nate against reservists because 
of the time required for mili- 
tary training or the possible 
loss of the worker during e 
war. 

3. Many reserve units are far 
under strength, some with less 
than a tenth of their author- 
ized personnel, Others have 
too many officers; too few en- 
listed men. The Air Force re- 
serve has 2000 more officers 
than airmen. 

4. The turn-over in some 
units is so frequent that only 
basic training is possible. Com- 
bat veterans and skilled tech- 
nicians get no value from such 
training. 

5. There {s a critical short- 
age of young pilots in Air 
Force and Navy Air Reserve 
units. Average age of pilots 
in many units is above 30. 

6. Equipment in many units 
is outmoded and left over from 
World War II. 

7. There is antipathy in the 
regular services toward the re- 
serves,

Program for Butter 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Q@ne group of “free enterprisers” 
is-pot concerned over a possible de- 
pression. It is composed of the men 
who produce the butter which we 
may buy under the private brand of 
whichever dairy company we have 
been persuaded makes a “superior” 
product. These men are called, in 
the trade, “the churners.” 


And the churners are serene and 
unperturbed. Their market.is assured, 

ey have no credit losses, they 
have no worries over “high inven- 
tories” or “consumer resistance.” If 
we do not buy butter because we 
cannot afford it the Commodity 
Credit Corp. buys it and stores it. 


As a result of this policy we pay 
very nearly $1.56 for every pound 
we put on our tables. And if we do 
not put it on our tables it costs us 
66 cents for every vound produced, 
just the same.

The size of the churner’s income 

fs limited only by the amount of 
cream he can obtain for his churns. 
So all churners send out purchasing 
agents, who fight daily for the lion’s 
share of the farm output of cream. 

We all know the end results. The 
Commodity Credit Corp. buys the 
butter at 66 cents per.pound. It is 
hauled to storage. As it turns rancid 
and unfit for use as food it is hauled 
out and sold to the soap makers. 


Sales for this use must compete 
with other fats, which are in good 
supply. Consequently it is sold for 
as low as 1 cent per pound—and 
the taxpayer takes the loss. Having 
paid for this butter at 66 cents per 
pound we go out and buy solidified 

n-seed ofl as a substitute. 
« We can buy this substitute for 28 
fents per pound, and this is about 
all we can afford to pay after subsi- 
izing the churners. 
« The farmer also benefits it is true, 
Sut why do we not pay the subsidy 
Biirect to the farmer?

consumption? If the farmer over-pro- 
duces the actual consuming market 
there.is a surplus which must be 
irid at export and at the world- 
rice current at the time of sale, then 
he. farmer should accept this price 
or that part of his production which 
is sold abroad. 
* This “loss” to the farmer should 
mot be excessive, in view of the sup- 
Ported domestic price, and it should 
Wiminish sharply with experience in 
ame the domestic market and its 
Jieeds. It seems certain that butter 
would move into good demand on 
the domestic market if it were per- 
“mitted to seek its natural price level 
‘in free competition with spreads. 


* Let us look at the probable effect 
‘of this method of “supporting” the 
“dairy farmer. Let us accept as a 
‘starting point that butter prices at 
yetail might stabilize themselves at 
+45 cents per pound and that the 
“farmer's share would be 30 cents. 

: The Agriculture Department 
‘would then pay the farmer the dif- 
ference between this 30 cents and 
‘the present 66 cents. It would then 
‘cost the taxpayer 36 cents per pound 
for each pound of butter actually con- 
sumed in the United States. The sav- 
ing, it is obvious, would be very 
great, since it now costs the taxpay- 
er 66 cents per pound for each pound 
produced, 

This would be something of a wind- 
fall for those earnest souls in gov- 
ernment who are prating ceaselessly 
about the virtues of a balanced budg- 
et. If enough voices are raised in pro- 
test Washington will listen and pos- 
sibly. just possibly, do something 
about it.

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Berlin Gets to the Point 


Anthony Eden has brought the Berlin Big 
Four conference to its chief issue by outlining 
the fundamentals of a German settlement. This 
point was reached more quickly than expected, 
thanks to the determination of the Western for- 
eign secretaries. But having reached it, can the 
conferees get beyond it? 

Molotov did stall matters a bit with his bid 
for Chinese participation and then by trundling 
up Russia’s standard roadblock: disarmament. 
The latter is supposed to be sure-fire stuff. After 
all, what better way is there to prevent a shoot- 
ing scrap than to have all possible participants 
throw their guns in the river? 

The Russian, however, was not allowed such 
an easy propaganda triumph. Bidault told him 
that the West also was against shooting affrays, 
but that the first step toward a peaceful future 
must be to stop the fighting going on now. He 
proposed a disarmament conference in conformi- 
ty with the United Nations resolution of Jan. 11, 
1952. In other words, the problem might have 
been tackled two years ago had there not been 
Communist aggression in Korea and Indonesia. 
That was the Western trump on the Red ace. 

Meanwhile, the Russians willing, something 
may be done about Germany, Eden's proposi- 
tions were not new: a free election in all Ger- 
many, negotiations with the new government, 
and freedom for it to join EDC or NATO—and 
no one-party veto to stall this process. 

Will Russia under Malenkov be any more 
interested in this plan than Russia was under 
Stalin? Or will Molotov continue to insist on 
the absorption of the existing East German 
Communist regime in the German reunification 
process? 

That is perhaps the crucial test of the sweet- 
ness which has been pouring out of the Kremlin 
since Stalin’s death. But it is by no means the 
only difficulty at Berlin. So there is still no oc- 
casion for filling the sky with gaudy balloons 
and the night with fireworks. But there may be 
just a touch of satisfaction in the speed with 
which the conference got down to cases. 

The absence of a more drawn-out display of 
self-righteous oratory could be at least a small 
sign of an “easing of tensions” even without 
documents, signed, sealed and be-ribboned. 
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One Vote Stronger 

All four candidates for the two vacant State 
Senate seats from St. Louis are now on record 
as favoring extension of the city earnings tax. 
That means that no matter how the Feb. 9 spe- 
cial elections turn out, the St. Louis delegation 
in the upper house will be at least one vote 
stronger for the tax than it was a year ago. 

This happy circumstance was created when 
James M. Webbe, Democratic candidate in the 
Fourth District, ended several days of indecision 
and announced in favor of the extension. His 
brother, the late Senator Anthony M. Webbe, 
who represented the district in the last regular 
session, had been neither for nor against the 
levy. James Webbe’s Republican opponent, Phil- 
ip E. Muehlheausler, has supported the tax from 
the start of the campaign. 

Four of St. Louis’s seven State Senators al- 
ready have told Mayor Tucker they would vote 
for the extension if Gov. Donnelly calls a spe- 
cial session. They are Senators Kinney, Hilsman, 
Hess and Hogan, The winners in the Fourth and 
Sixth districts will swell that number to six. 

The seventh St. Loulsan, Senator Robert 
Pentland, has been holding out for an earnings 
tax with mandatory exemptions. It is too bad he 
is unwilling to leave the matter of exemptigns 
to the Board of Aldermen as the present law 
provides. But with or without Senator Pentland, 
the St. Louis delegation will be more solidly be- 
hind the extension than it was a year ago, and 
that will be an important factor to the outstate 
legislators whose votes are vital. 
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Voice of the People 

Helen Traubel’s full-scale divorce from the 
Met was underscored in her decision to sing on 
a hillbilly program this spring. This apparently 
completes the break, opera to opry. 

Music lovers can look forward, with glee, to 
the famous Wagnerian soprano’s chanting of 
such homespun, earthy tunes as “I Love Moun- 
tain Music” and “The Tennessee Waltz.” By this 
action, Miss Traubel says, in effect, to her long- 
hair critics in the operatic realm: “Notes to you.” 

To some in music circles, there is only admira- 
tion and applause for Miss Traubel for her cour- 
age in leaving the Met flat to sing to the people 
in night clubs. Even if she has to sing for her 
supper clubs, it means that her talented voice 
can be appreciated by a larger audience. 
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Open Season on Martinets 

Mayor Orville Hubbard of Dearborn, Mich., 
is evidently quite a fellow. He has ordered his 
department heads to memorize “A Message to 
Garcia” ang to familiarize themselves with the 
exploits of Robert E. Lee. He has also ordered 
them to attend school one night a week, but has 
generously allowed them to choose their own 
courses, After all, this is a free country, and no 
one should know it better fhan the Mayor, 

The latest ukase, however, beats all hemlock. 
Mayor Hubbard orders all his department heads, 
on reporting for work at 8 a.m. (Editor’s Note: 
Why not 6 a.m.?) to shut themselves in their 
office, refuse to see anyone, ignore telephone 
calls, and for 30 minutes sit and think. He says 
that’s the way Newton discovered gravity. 

What the Dearborn City Hall obviously needs 
most of all is a department head who will tell 
Mayor Hubbard to come down off that high 
horse, take off those false whiskers, and try to 
behave like a human being. That's what we 
think. and we didn’t have to lock ourselves in 
an office or take 30 minutes to do it. 
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To Save Future Kathys 

The crnelty which Russell Tongay practiced 
on his children was shocking. It is also shocking 
that St, Louis lacks the protection for children 
which could prevent such practices. Tongay has 
been found guilty at Miami and:sentenced to 10 
years at hard labor for manslaughter in the 
death of his 5-year-old daughter Kathy. He 
forced the child to dive from a 33-foot tower 
and she was injured internally. Another child 
of his had already died in convulsions at the 
tender age of 18 months, 

Tongay was in St. Louis with Kathy when she 
was only 2 years old. He had her and her broth- 
er Bubba, 3!2 years old, swim more than 414 
miles in the Mississippi River, They were in the 
water an hour and a half. These were frightened, 
bewildered, abused children. A children's pro- 
tective service could have saved little Kathy 
Tongay’s life by taking her from the parent who 
abused her for profit and fame. 

The Social Planning Council of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County has drawn‘up a proposal for a 
protective services program for children. It 
would be administered by the Board of Chil- 
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dren’s Guardians and the Child Welfare Services 
of the Missouri Division of Welfare. The chance 
to save Kathy Tongay has gone, but there will 
be chances to save other Kathys by other names. 
Is St. Louis going to grasp that chance or let it 
go by again? 
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A Problem in Butter 

During January, according to Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson, the Government's stock of 
surplus butter has been rising at an “alarming” 
rate. The Government now owns more than 
292,500,00 pounds of the stuff, which it bought 
at around 65 cents a pound, Its current invest- 
ment in butter is close to $200,000,000. . 

If one of the congressional committees on 
farm policy wished to perform a valuable serv- 
ice, it could start right there. The problem 
which it could investigate is this: 

It requires an expenditure of $200,000,000 to 
support the price of butter at 65 cents a pound. 
How much would it have cost to pay butterfat 
producers a direct subsidy which, when coupled 
with the market price, would have returned the 
equivalent of 65 cents a pound? 

The latter procedure would have moved the 
surplus into consumption. 

Direct payments—sometimes loosely called the 
“Brannan plan'’—are the method of farm aid 
which the Administration proposes to apply to 
wool. The question naturally arises, if the plan 
is good for wool, why not for other ‘products? 
One of the objections usually given is that no- 
body knows how much a direct payments plan 
would cost. 

But surely it is not beyond the powers of able 
farm economists to make an educated guess as 
to how much a direct-payments plan on butter 
would have cost during the period when 
price supports on butter have been costing 
$200,000,000. 

For $200,000.000, the Government could make 
quite a lot of direct payments at 15 or 20 cents 
a pound. Would payments of that amount have 
been sufficient to move the butter surplus into 
American stomachs, and at the same time to re- 
turn farm producers the equivalent of 65 cents 
a pound? If so, what would be the objection to 
shifting from price supports to direct payments 
to support the income of butterfat producers? 

Here is a problem which ought to yield some 
fairly specific answers if tackled vigorously. 
Tackling it might prove more useful, in the long 
run, than merely continuing the debate between 
rigid vs. flexible price supports.

Cramped County Government 

County Councilman James A. Singer has 
called attention to one item in the proposed 
county bond issue which might escape adequate 
attention. That is Proposition 3 to provide new 
government buildings. 

Under this proposition, three million dollars 
would be used to tear down what remains of 
the old Courthouse, add to the new one and 
build a separate office building. It is only one 
of six bond proposals totaling $44,732,000 to be 
voted on separately by county residents. 

The other items, such as highway improve- 
ments and new parks and better hospital facili- 
ties, offer a particular appeal to all citizens. 
But who except government officers is interested 
in better government buildings? 

The answer to that is that Proposition 3 does 
not deal merely with a housing problem for of- 
ficials. Cramped quarters cramp a government’s 
style—and its efficiency. 

Too many county offices still use the old 
Courthouse, which has been condemned. Even 
the new Courthouse is badly crowded. Mr. Sing- 
er points out that the County Council, a legisla- 
ture for 400,000 citizens, has to share its cham- 
ber with two homeless magistrates, And some 
offices have had to hunt for rental space. 

St. Louis county is growing too fast to oper- 
ate a modern government in dilapidated and 
dingy if not dangerous quarters. Along with the 
rest of the bond proposals, Proposition 3 merits 
a YES vote on Feb. 9. 
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West Virginia’s Alert Congressman 

Congressman Harley O. Staggers of West 
Virginia is a man of both thought and action. 
He is a man of thought because he has intro- 
duced a bill to provide for a commission of 
prominent citizens to study the related prob- 
lems of Communist infiltration, influence and 
espionage. He is a man of action because he 
made the most of a visit to the White House 
and told President Eisenhower that The Wall 
Street Journal had taken the position that the 
“revocation” of the citizenship of convicted 
Communist conspirators would be an “ineffec- 
tive deterrent’ and that in any case no “crime 
should be beyond atonement.” 

The commission which the West Virginia 
Democrat proposes would consist of 12 mem- 
bers—four appointed by the President, four by 
the Vice President on behalf of the Senate and 
four by the Speaker on behalf of the House. 
This would be similar to the way the member- 
ship of the Hoover Commission was chosen. 
As to personnel, Congressman Staggers says he 
has in mind sueh persons of widely acknowl-

Hand of New York, Bernard M. Baruch and 
former Senator Forrest C. Donnell of Missouri. 

The Post-Dispatch wishes Mr, Staggers suc- 
cess in his advocacy of an executive commission 
to search out and publish the full facts about 
the Communist menace. For while the Commu- 
nist problem within this country should not in 
the least be minimized, neither should it be 
exploited out of all reason. Certainly it should 
not be turned into a device primarily for keep- 
ing certain congressional publicity seekers in 
newspaper headlines. 

The one surest, safest course is to entrust 
the question to citizens who can be believed and 
that is what West Virginia's alert and thought- 
ful Representative has in mind. 
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A Test for a Queen

copy of any of the dresses worn by Queen Eliza- 
beth II on her world cruise can be bought in 
British shops for a top price of about $30. Any 
woman may look like the queen.

It was with the deepest regret that 
T learned yesterday afternoon that there 
had been a break in your ranks by the 
death of Mr, Lee Clair, from Chariton 
county. He had been very earnest, 
very diligent, very attentive. He was a 
fine man. I deeply regret that death 
has taken him away. 


The work that you have initiated will 
go on, and I want to state now un- 
grudgingly with all possible candor 
and sincerity that I am convinced that 
there has never been any intent or 
purpose in the upper echelons of the 
Department of Justice that this investi- 
gation should be slowed or delayed or 
impeded in any way and the action 
that has been taken gives every reason 
for complete confidence, which I have, 
that the Department of Justice is back 
of these investigations and is going to 
see that they are vigorously pressed. 


You can’t do more than you have 
already done. To your. everlasting 
credit you have done all that you can 
do. But you have set a high example. 


We have a grand jury here that will 
follow in your footsteps. The Depart- 
ment of Justice has sent here to aid 
Mr. Richards some of the ablest men, 
some of the most talented men it has. 
There are several here now. 


No one who has ever seen Mr. 
DeWolfe or Mr. Goldschein in a court- 
room but realizes their ability § as 
trial lawyers, or Mr. Broome, or Mr. 
Purl—all those gentlemen are expe- 
rienced, and they are here for the 
purpose of aiding in the investigation 
which in the judgment and opinion of 
this court is most necessary, It is very 
demanding. 

It will be a matter of pride, I know, 
to each and every one of this grand 
jury, not only you, Mr. Foreman, or 
your deputy foreman, but all of you, 
each and every one, that you have 
served on this jury, that you have made 
the notable contribution that you have 
made to the administration of justice in 
the Eastern District of Missouri, not 
only by your example but the yp 
things you have done, You have caused 
the District Attorney to send to other 
districts important information which 
has developed here. It will have notable 
effects, I am sure. 


Comparisons are invidious but no 
grand jury has ever exceeded this one 
in its devotion to duty and in its intelli- 
gent direction of its own affairs, its 
eagerness to serve the cause of justice, 
the administration of justice. 


I hope that your neighbors and your 
friends in your various communities 
know about your service here and that 
they will take pride in having a citizen 
of their community come here and ren- 
der the notable service that you have, 
each and every one of you. 

I thank you from the bottom of my 
heart for your splendid service.

Frightening Grotesquerie 


THE JOKER, by Jean Malaquals. Translated b 
Herma 6Briffault. (Doubleday, 319 pgs., $3.%.

I believe it was T. S. Eliot who once 
advanced the critical theory that a bad 
writer borrows, while a good writer 
steals. By that standard Mr. Malaquais 
is a distinguished thief. 

Here he looted Franz Kafka with the 
lightest of fingers. Affectionately he 
must have gone through the pockets of 
George Orwell. He practiced gentle 
larceny on Celine. 


To this precious booty he applied 
ingredients of his own puissant imagina- 
tion and produced a novel that seems 
all the more devastating for being in 
part so dexterously derivative. He calls 
it “The Joker.” As subtitle he may 
well have put: “Joseph K's Journey to 
the End of 1984.” 


It is of course not Joseph K himself 
who is the hero of the story, but a fel-: 
low named Pierre Javelin—notice the 
equally rootless cognomen. Javelin lives 
in an anonymous concrete hive called 
the City. On the surface he appears 
to be a respectable 
enough citizen, an 
honest provider for 
his wife who sells: 
cosmetics for a liv- 


ing. 

Actually and un- 
knowingly, h o w- 
ever, he trans- 


gresses the funda- 
mental law of the 
community which 
commands each in- 
habitant to fuse 
himself into the 
group as a deper- 
sonalized entity. 
But Javelin persists 
{in being Javelin. He writes poetry, 
thinks unauthorized—as it were “boot- 
leg’ —thoughts, and he loves his wife 
(Catherine) the way one healthy and 
morally undamaged person loves anoth- 
er. Merely by existing the way he does, 
he makes himself guilty as ‘“‘Lese-City.” 
The City then punishes him with weap- 
ons that might make even seasoned Or 
wellians shudder. 


In a humorous, apparently haphazard 
fashion, Javelin’s little penchants, 
prejudices and petty homilies spill out 
of the first few pages and lead directly

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to the tragedy that engulfs him. Thus > 


the author not only draws the heroic 
out of the humdrum; more importantly, 
he makes his audience realize that it 
is just the spontaneous exercise of 
these seemingly incidental character 
istics that constitutes every man’s 
identity and therefore the most valu- 
able and vulnerable essence of his free- 
dom. 

Mr. Malaquais deploys Javelin’s 
thoughts about his wife to a similar 
end. The hero’s reminiscences of Cath- 


erine dot every chapter with warmth,” 


tenderness and a kind of Gallically 
jovial sensuality. Her soft image serves 
as counterpoint to the metallic robots 
closing in from all sides. Recalling 
their togetherness forms part of his 
arsenal. To him love is not only a 
joy but the ultimate assertion of man’ 


individuality. af 


No less adept is the novel’s projec- 
tion of the City. The entire urban 
panorama, from telephone to subway, 
from hotel maid to office routine, be- 
comes here ingeniously part of- the 
gadgetry of the totalitarian’ nightmare 
Mr. Malaquais conjures up, The Celine- 
tinged humor he knows how to smuggle

Circuit Court Grand Jury 
Cites Overcrowded Docket 
in Final Report. 


The December term circuit 
court grand jury, in its final 
report, yesterday urged that 


two more circuit judges be as-

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WARNS OF DIAPHRAGM 
INJURIES IN CRASHES

Dr. Joseph L. Lucido Cites 
High Mortality Rate in 
Such Cases. 


An urgent warning to sur- 
geons handling accidental injury 
cases to “look for rupture of 
the diaphragm, which has a 


mortality rate of 75 per cent or 
higher,” was given yesterday by 
a St. Louis University chest sur- 
geon, 

Dr. Joseph L. Lucido said he 
had discovered 15 ruptured dia- 
phragms in accident victims in 
the last five years, calling fox 
“a high index of suspicion” of 
such injury in automobile acci- 
dent victims, “particularly the 
driver.” 

Speaking before the annual 
meeting of the committee on 
trauma of the American College 
of Surgeons at David P. Wohl 
Memorial Hospital, Dr. Lucido 
gave the opinion his total of 15 
cases was the largest ever re- 
ported, and “this might very 
well mean that many such in- 
juries have gone indiagnosed.” 

Of the 15, surgery could be 
performed on 12, and nine of 
these lived, Dr. Lucido, senior 
instructor in surgery, said. Two 
of the three who died after 
surgery succumbed to head in- 
juries, and the other of an em- 
bolism, he reported. 


Four of those’ successfully 
operated also had _ ruptured 
spleens, and three others re- 


quired operations to repair torn 
pericardial lining of the heart, 
he continued. The heart of one 
patient stopped for several min- 
utes in surgery and had to be 
massaged back into action, he 
said. 

Injury to the diaphragm, the 
major muscle which separates 
the abdominal organs from the 
chest, is found by chest X-rays 
and other techniques, and the 
surgery involves an_ incision 
through the bed of the eighth 
rib into the chest in order to 
suture the torn diaphragm, he 
said. 

City Hospital's death rate of 
patients with abdominal injuries 
has been reduced by two-thirds 
in the last 10 years, a record 
“better than most and as good 
as any reported in this country,” 
Dr. Gene B. Starkloff, head of a 
surgery section at the hospital, 
told the group. 

Since 1943, the rate has 
dropped from 18.5 per cent to 
6.2 per cent, he said. Factors in 
the decline, he said, are the 
availability of whole blood and 
its early use, exploration in all 
cases with possible abdominal 
injury, competent administra- 
tion of anesthesia, and judicious 
use of antibiotic drugs. 

His associates in the study 
were Dr. Randolph Rutledge and 
Dr. Drennan Bailey, former 
resident physicians at the hos- 
pital. Dr. Starkloff also is as- 
sistant professor of surgery at 
the St. Louis University School 
of Medicine. 


INQUIRIES SPREAD 
FEAR IN U.S., SAYS 
MRS. ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (UP) 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
charged last night that congres- 
sional investigating committees 


are spreading fear among the 
American people. 

“The fear now is that you 
might be called before an in- 
vestigating committee to tell 
what you think, what you be- 
lieve, what groups you belong 
to.” Mrs. Roosevelt said. She 
did not single out any co1mniit- 
tees or mention the na.ncs of 
any members. 

When visiting a small coilege 
town recently, Mrs. Roosevelt 
said she was surprised to ‘earn 
that medical students at the in- 
stitution would not join any 
any groups, including the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she was 
told the students feared that 
later in life they would have to 
answer questions about their 
backgrounds and someone would 
find out that one of the groups 
they had belonged to was listed 
as subversive. 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke at the 
sixth annual dinner given by 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion in memory of her late hus- 
band, former President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. It was held on the 
eve of the late President’s bvirth- 
day anniversary. 


COMPTON IN TOKYO, TO TALK

OYS and Girls: As you are well aware, cheating in 
B tests is not only dishonest, but senseless, Study enriches 

the mind and enables the student to meet the demands 
of a career he is expecting to follow. Pupils need all the 
information and education they can get to cope with 
matters of the future. Character and personality are im- 
portant. 

When a pupil cheats in a test or in a game with class- 
mates, he gains nothing, but loses that which he cannot 
redeem. An untruth is a disgrace and, even if it is not 
discovered, it will carry its measure of harm to the boy 
or girl. It may deceive the perpetrator temporarily into 
bd&tieving that he has scored—but he hasn't. A lie hurts 
a student’s character and before long it may be the reason 
for his being trapped in a net of failure.

It is bound to impose 
a feeling of unfitness on his mentality and may even be 
reflected in his facial expression. He pays many times 
over for the answers to a task that he stole. That heavy 
burden is, of course, needless. 
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NO COPYING OR STEALING OF NOTES will help 
the student who Was dishonest because he did not make 
the most of his study time and was, therefore, unable to 
give the required answers to the subject matter in the 
examination. 

Cheating will end by taking from him the little he 
had. The student who studies hard to pass an examination 
is rewarded by the knowledge of what he has accomplished; 
eventually he reaps successful achievement. 

The cheat has good reason to hang his head in shame.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP) 
HE Revenue Service has 
T been keeping track of ques- 
tions most frequently asked 
by income tax payers. A num- 
ber of these have been answered 
in earlier articles in this series. 
Here are answers to some of 
the other leaders: 


1. What is my tax position 
when I sell my home? 

If you lose money 
out that much. 
ductible loss. 


If you make money you pay 
taxes on the difference between 
what the house cost you plus 
permanent improvement (like a 
new bathroom) and what you 
get for it, except: 

You do not pay any tax if, 
within a year before or after 
the sale, you buy and occupy a 
new home which costs an 
amount equal to or more than 
what you got for the old, 


If the costs of the new home 
is less than the sale price, you 
pay taxes on the part of your 
sale profit you did not reinvest. 
(If you sold for $15,000, making 
$5000 profit, and bought for 
$13,000 you pay on $2000.) 

If you build rather than buy 
a home ready-built, you have 
18 months instead of a year to 
reinvest tax free. 

All this applies to your home, 
not to rental or business prop- 
erty.

Stance, are deductible. Others 
are not.
